Some of the balloons are 
known to have landed or 
dropped explosives in isolated 
localitiea but there has been 
no damage to property, the 
joint statement aaid. 

This is the first time that 
the public generally hna been 
told of the balloon attacks, 
although they were known to 
many newspapermen and 
others.

Six Weeks in Wells 

OKINAWA, May 22 (/Pi— Nearly 250 civilinnB cropt out 
ot two tunneled wells behind American Unea today, ending 
six wecka of life underground that left them stooped, atU- 
fened and blinking owlishly. They wore discovered when 
77th division soldiers mopping up behind their lines just 
north of Shuri fortress heard noises underground. 

After peraunaion 149 emerged from one hole and 95 from 
the other. The people said they were natives of Shuri and 
had fled from their homes when American attacks on Oki- 
nawa started. 

They were so stooped and stiffened from life in the three 
foot high caves thoy could not stand erect. One woman 
gave ijirth to a boy as soon as trucks had carried the rmty 
to a camp.
